“The attempts that are being made, 
in our own country and by our own 
citizens to convince the American peo- 


ple that the United States is violating 


its treaty obligations and is looked 
on by other nations as lacking in na- 
tional honor, I repudiate,” said Sen- 
ator Smoot. > 

“The Constitution confers on Con- 
greas the power to regulate our do- 
mestic commerce and in doing so we 
are not subject to the charge of vio- 
lating our treaty obligations. 

“Benators, have you stopped to 
think that the assaults on our na- 
tional honor .come from within and 
not from without? 

“I want the United States to enjoy 
the respect of all nations of the earth, 
to live in peace and to maintain a 
desire to accord equal justice to all. 
If we must purchase foreign friend- 
ship the price exacted must not in- 
volve us in national dishonor.” 

“What do you think will be our po- 
sition in the eyes of foreign nations,” 
Senator Smoot continued, “if the act 
of the former administration is repu- 
diated by the present one, based upon 
the request that it ought to be done 
whether right or wrong’? If our )o- 
sition was reversed, is there any Sen- 
ator who believes that England would 
yield an interest of vital importance 
to her to our dictation? No, Mr. 
President, a thousand times, no. And 
I would commend her for her loyalty 
to her own. 

“I now say without fear of contra- 
diction if we submit to the request 
and yield our constitutional rights, it 
will be but the beginning of further 
demands made upon us by other na- 
tions. I cannot agree to accept the 
demands of England, whether right 
or wrong. This is a strange and mod- 
ern doctrine, a weak and defenseless 
position for any American to take, 
and is not worthy of the sons of the 
patriot fathers of the revolution who 
won for us by bloed and sacrifice the 
blessing of liberty. 

“We should encourage our own 
merchant marine, built on American 
soll and by American workmen, 
manned by American sailors and fiy- 
ing solely the American flag.” 

Senator Thomas of Colorado an- 
nounced that while he favored repeal, 
he felt the party platform bound him 
to vote against repeal, particularly 
since he had been a candidate on that 
platform. 


OWEN DENOUNCES HUERTA. { 


Senator Declares Mexican President 
Tried to Involve United States in 
War With 
(BY A. P. DAY WIRE.) 
WASHINGTON, May 13.—Aaserting 
that President Wilson was more than 


justified in refusing to recognize 
Huerta, Senator Owen today startled 
the Senate with a remarkable denun- 
ciation of the Mexican dictator. He 
rejoicgd that mediation had been of- 
fered. 

“But,” he declared, “let no mistake 
be made. We must demand order, 
constitutional self government and 
that the right of sovereignty be placed 
in the hands of the people of Mexico 
under safeguards that will pro 
liberty, human rights and stability of 
government to the people of Mexico 
and assure our own future peace and 
security and if necessary we must 
enforce these demands at cannon’s 
mouth. 

“If we are compelled to use force, 
we must first pledge the United States 
against retaining Mexican territory, 
in order to assure the world and the 
patriotic elements of Mexico of our 
unselfish purpose to promote civiliza- 
tion and protect human life and hap- 
piness as we aid in Cuba. 

“Of the twenty elected Governors 
of Mexico at the time Huerta seized 
the governing powers,” the Senator 
said, “only two at the end of the year 
remained at home attending their 
duties. Ten of them joined the rev- 
olution, a number had fied the coun- 
try and one had been murdered by a 
major-general of Huerta, who tied the 
Governor of Chihuahua on the ralil- 
road track and backed a yard engine 
over him to teach him better man- 
ners. 

“Every member of the Cabinet 
named for Huerta was removed. Some 
of them fled the country, one of them 
was killed, but not one was left in the 
Cabinet. 
+» “During the fall of 1913 numerous 
evidences appeared of Huerta trying 
to involve the United States in some 
act of aggression or invasion. Finally 
April 19, he had the impudence to ar- 
rest sailors in our uniform under the 
shelter of our flag at Tampico, and 
march them in derision through the 
streets. He knew perfectly well that 
his private expression of regrets was 
no amends to this government for this 
international affront and indignity. 

“Huerta has sought to involve us in 
complications with Japan, which 
might easily involve our nation in one 
of the bloodiest wars in history. 

“The President was not only justi- 
fied in refusing to recognize Huerta 
poe in seizing Vera Cruz, but he would 

ave been fully justified in deposing 
Huerta by military force as a bloody 
despot and a treasonable usurper.”

ROSE A COOL WITNESs. 


“Bald Jack” Tells His Story of 
Rosenthal’s Murder Calmly Despite 
Attacks of Becker’s Counsel.

He 
showed no fear, no emotion, and no 
remorse, except on one occasion. 
Then he said his conscience pricked 
him when he thought over how he 
had plotted to have Herman Rosen- 
thal murdered. 

Manton made Rose admit there 
were some discrepancies between the 
testimony he offered at the first trial 
and that he gave on direct examina- 
tion yesterday. Rose said his testi- 
mony yesterday was more complete in 
places than his former testimony.

That Maj. Hamrock was not in the 
immediate vicinity of the tent colony 
when the fire started. 

That, in their estimation, the fire 

was started by an explosion of an over- 
turned lamp and not by the State 
troops. 
That two women“and eleven chil- 
dren who lost their lives in the colony 
they believed died of suffocation hours 
before the fire broke out. 

Representatives of the United Mine 
Workers of America, invited to pro- 
duce witnesses at the hearing, made 
no announcement of their intention 
up to adjournment late today. 

Lamme, who 
is a physician of Laveta, Colo., and 
acted as aide to Maj.

‘SY MEXICAN CABLE AND A. P.] 

VERA CRUZ, May 13.—The fall of 
Tampico and what it may mean is the 
subject of general speculation here. 
It is learned that the Constitution- 
alists delivered a determined attack 
on the port, beginning at 4 o'clock this 
morning. The Federal advanced posts 
were driven in and until noon 
desperate firing was continued. 

Few, if any, foreigners remain in 
Tampico, according to latest reports. 
A general exodus began when the 
news spread that the rebels were pre- 
paring for final assault. Many 
refugees from Tampico passed 
through here, but few were allowed 
ashore as the American authorities 
were not willing to increage the large 
colony already overcrowding the 
hotels.. With the fall of Tampico 
| hostilities on the Gulf coast of Mexico 
will come to an end, at least for a 
time. 

The Federals are maintaining the 
armistice so far as the Americans are 
concerned, according to a note from 
Gen. Rubio Navarrete, published here 
today. Nowhere else along the coast 
line, except at Tampico, are there 
more than scattered posts of Federals 
or Constitutionalista and the logical!

South of Tampico the nearest Fed- 
eral forces, those on the Mexican rail- 
road, are holding outposts against 4 
possible American advance. The 
country between Tampico and Vera 
Cruz.-and inland to the line of the 
Mexican National Railroad is barren 
and mountainous and impossible for 
military operations. There is no rail- 
road or other means for the Constitu- 
tionalists to move against the Fed- 
erals at Paso del Macho, nor would 
they gain great advantage by driving 
them back toward the capital. 

The Constitutionalists first attacked 
Tampico last December, and fighting 
has been virtually continuous since. 
Twice they drove the Federal garri- 
son into the town and seemed on the 
verge of victory, only to be shelled by 
the gunboats and forced to retire. 

The last reports of the Federal 
forces at Tampico indicated less than 
2000, but they were well supplied with 
ammunition and artillery. the 
presence of the 4. vican gunboats 
saved the city repeatedly. 

There is much discussion here as 
to the possible relations between this 
port under American control and 
Tampico under the Constitutionalists. 
Vera Cruz depends largely on the 
Tampico region for fruit and other 
food supplies, and merchants here 
foresee brisk business if the Conatitu- 
tilonalists open the port to trade. 

It Is certain that the American au- 
thorities will foster the resumption of 
peaceful trading by every possible 
means.

In the resultant me- 
lee the father was shot in the leg 
and the interfering Indian through 
the hand. The Indians, when they 
recover, will be tried for assault.

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NEAR UNDERSTANDING 
ON THAT ELEVATED. 


HE City Attorney yesterday sent 
to the Board of Public Utilities 
the last draft of the notice of sale 
of & franchise for the Pacific Electric 
elevated roadway to connect the Sixth- 
street station with the municipally- 
owned railway on San Pedro street, 
now operated by the Pacific Electric 


under lease. 

The approval of this notice of sale 
has been long delayed, and many 
drafts have been made, some point 
having been raised each time that 
made redrawing necessary. An under- 
standing appears near at hand. 

In a letter accompanying the draft 
the City Attorney calls the attention 
of the board to the fact that while 
the instrument is drawn in accordance 
with Inetructions of that body, he 
suggests that the board should de- 
termine, as a matter of policy, wheth- 
er a proper means has been provided 
for ascertaining the value of the prop- 
erty in the event the city purchases 
the elevated at the end of the forty- 
year tenure of the franchise. 

The provision which was inserted 
at the request of the Pacific Electric 
officials ‘s to the effect that if either 
the grantee or the city is dissatisfied 
with the award of the arbitrators, the 
party so dissatisfied could have the 
price determined by a court of com- 
petent jurisdiction in the same man- 
ner prescribed by the statutes at the 
time in force for ascertaining the 
value and damages to property sought 
to be taken by eminent domain. 
Attention is also called to the fact 


that there is no provision fixing the 


fare to be charged nor for the issu- 
ance of transfers. 

The notice provides for @ two-track 
elevated crossing Los Angeles street, 
Maple avenue, Wall and San Julian 
streets, and curving into San Pedro 
street. Option is given to construct 
two additional tracks on the same 
elevations. The right is also given to 
construct and maintain the necessary 
umbrella sheds, train sheds and other 
shelters such as shall be approved by 
the Board of Public Works. The 
grantee is also given the right to con- 
struct and maintain the necessary via- 
duct acroaés Los Angeles street for foot 
—_ Sashes not to exceed fifty feet in 

th. 

The lowest part of the elevated 
structure spanning the roadways must 
give a clearance at the center line of 
Maple avenue of approximately seven- 
teen feet two and a half inches; twelve 
feet two and three-eighths inches at 
San Julian street and fifteen feet, one 
and three-quarter inches at Los An- 
gelesa street. The right to erect col- 
umns on or immediately inside the 
curb lines of the streets is provided 
for, but no such column can be placed 
in the roadways. The elevated struc- 
ture is to be painted a light, pleasing 
color, and no advertising signs-are to 
be allowed on it. Provision Is made 
for the proper construction of the 
roadbed to minimize the noise of car 
operation. Construction work must 
be commenced within a year from the 
date of the ordinance granting the 
franchise, and be continued without 
intermission unti!] the elevated struc- 
ture is completed.

FIFTY THOUSAND ACRES 
OPEN TO HOMESTEADERS. 


PPROXIMATELY 50,000 acres of 
public land will be opened to en- 
try under what is known as the 
enlarged homestead act, on Monday 
next. The land lies in Los Angeles, 
San Diego and Riverside counties. 
Under the ruling of the Secretary 
of the Interior the new law allows a 
homestead entry to be made on 37290, 
instead of 160 acres, as provided by 
the old homestead act, but such lands 
must be vacant, public, non-timbered 
and non-mineral in character, unaf- 
fected by any special provision of law, 
withdrawal or reservation. The law 
applies to what is known as desert 
land that has no known supply of 
water for the purposes of irrigation. 
The entries under the act can only be 
made from and after May 18, and no 
rights can be secured by any previous 
entry. All entrymen will have the 
same chance. 

The land in Los Angeles county is 
near Mojave. In San Diego county it 
is situated in the vicinity of Escon- 
dido, and there are four townships to

BEVERLY HILIS DECLINES TO 
GET OUT OF WAY OF 
AQUEDUCT. 


Beverly Hills stood pat yesterday, 
both feet firmly planted in the path 
of the aqueduct. The city flatly de- 
clined to recede from its position of 
demanding that Los Angeles speak 
prettily to it in return for permission 
to lay the Franklin-Canyon pipe /ine 
underground across the (imaginary) 
Cold Water Canyon road, part of 
Beverly Hills’ streets. 

For some unknown reason the Los 
Angeles city officials have refused to 
ask for a permit and the Trustees 
deciare the aqueduct can “go hang” 
uniess Los Angeles does so ask. In 
Judge Works's court yesterday, after 
two hours of arguments of a dear- 
Alphonse-and-Gaston order, the judge 
adjourned court and requested the 
lawyers to get together if possible 
and arrange things in an amicable 
way for the good of all concerned. 
Attorneys E. H. Wilson for Beverly 
Hills and W. B. Mathews for Los An- 
geles put their heads together and for 
half an hour conversed in a corner 
of the courtroom. Then they con- 
ferred with Judge Works in his cham- 
bers and the whole affair was contin- 
ved until tomorrow morning at 10 
o'clock. 

“If Los Angeles comes to us and 
asks for a permit to cross that street 
we will give it careful consideration,” 
said Trustee C. B. Anderson. “We 
want a square deal, that's all. 
don’t want to delay the completion 
of the aqueduct, but Los Angeles is 
big enough to treat us fairly. It ‘s 
not a matter of money at all, simply 
that Beverly Hills may retain control 
of the streets. We have been treated 
unfairly from the very beginning of 
this trouble.”

The convention of the Episcopal 
diocese of Los Angeles opened in St. 
Paul’s Pro-Cathedral yesterday, with 
devotional exercises and the delivery 
of the ennual address of Bishop Jo- 
seph H. Johnson, always an event in 
the history of the gathering. 

When he began his address yester- 
day the bishop intimated that it has 
been rather a quiet year, but he pro- 
ceeded to make it lively for church 
people who bend their energies in the 
direction of social centers rather than 


Christian centers. 

The convention was organized and 
the afternoon devoted largely to busi- 
ness of a routine nature and will meet 
again this morning to continue the 
Considerably curtailed, 
the address of the bishop is given be- 


low. 
BISHOP’S ADDRESS. 


The spirit of competition has en- 
tered into the ranks of Christian men, 
and it is creating a situation often- 
times as nefarious as it has brought 
about in the economic world. Chris- 
tian churches and parishes within 
Christian lands today often work, if 
I am a fair judge, for apparent suc- 
cess at all costs rather than for the 
glory of God simply because they de- 
sire to excel. The scramble for num- 
bers, for large congregationa, for large 
contributions, without any regard for 
the character of the means employed 
to gain them becomes a mad one. 

Now I, too, want to see large con- 
gregations in our churches and I de- 
sire large gifts (to important work,) 
but I want to get them in God's way 
and not in a way of my own, choos- 
ing merely to er a trumpery vic- 
tory over my fellow Christians. 

If we mean what we say, that we 
are satisfied to leave “results to God” 
then let us be willing to give God a 
chance to get them quietly by methods} 
of His own, and do not let us force 
results before he is ready to give them 
to us by adopting questionable 
methods, simply because we would 
outrank others engaged in the same 
work as we. Results secured under 
such conditions are not likely to be 
permanent. They have grown out of 
self-will and self-iove and pride, and 
deadly microbes of ‘cath have been 
injected into them at their birth. 
When, then, men allude to their work, 
as they often do, with a satisfaction 
which is only an indication of pride, | 
what must I infer but as I have al- 
ready said, that they have been be- 
gulled to work for success for its own 
sordid reward; that they have thus 
invested what they have done, splen- 
did as their work may have with 
a character that soils it. 

Now, it will be quickly seen what 
follows. The man who works for suc- 
cees finds it easy to do two 
First, to justify any method or’ means 
he desires to employ to get it, no mat- 
ter what it may be, no matter what 
rights are infringed. Seond, in his 
success he will naturally begin to com- 
pare his work and then himself with 
others lees obviously successful than 
himself. Because of these two facts 
In the wake of such success follows 
parochiaiism, heartburning and mis- 
understanding. 

Every time the clergymen meet to- 
gether for devotional or social pur- 
poses, even though they do not solve 
the “Theological controversies of the 
day, they do get to know each other 
as splendid, godly men, who are finer 
in motive, spirit and purpose than in 
their isolation many are likely to 
believe them to be. 

GREAT FIELDS.

.. Two officials with power to act. | : 
A rule making it illegal for any player to pass an imaginary line + 
drawn through the center of the scrum, until the ball has been touched 
by an opposing player. A free kick being awarded for each offense, : 
Any player using undue roughness will be immediately put out of ° 
the game and a free kick awarded to the opposing side. 


Three changes in the present Rug- 
by rules, changes that will revolu- 
tionize the game, are being urged by 
the coaches in the high schools of 
Los Angeles. These changes will be 
put to a vote at a meeting of the 
coaches and principals of the city at 
a meeting to be held the latter part 


yof this month. 


One change that is certain to be 
made is the idea of having two of- 
ficials for every game. This is rec- 
ognized as one of the weak spots in 
the English game. One man cannot 
watch thirty men when the play is 
spread from one end of the field to 
the other as is often the case in Rug- 
by. Two competent men will handle 


the game and make it much faster 
and cleaner 


The rule forcing a player off the 
field for undue roughness is aleo like- 
ly to pass sanction. The referee will 
warn the players before the game 
about tripping, shoving, slugging and 
tackling a man without the ball. The 
first offense in the game will be suf- 
ficient for dismissal from play without 
further warning. This is a good move 
and sadly needed in Rugby. 

The third proposed rule is so radi- 
cal and will make such a sweeping 
change in the style of play that it 
is sure to bring up a lot of warm dis- 
cussion before passing. According to

California Products to Go 
Through the Canal. 


Ship from New York May 
Crose Isthmus. 


Naval Activities Include V oy-

SAN PEDRO, May 13.—Taking the 
first cargo of California products to 
go through the Panama Canal, the 
steamer Isthmian of the American- 
Hawaiian line, sailed for Balboa this 
afternoon. It is expected that the 
Isthmian will be the first vessel to go 


| through the big ditch, but in any 


event, her cargo will pass through. In 
case the canal is not opened for traf- 
fic by the time the steamer arrives at 
Balboa, her cargo will be transported 
through on government barges. 

The barge service was inaugurated 
May 10 by Col. Goethals following the 
closing of the Tehuantepec route 
through hostilities in Mexico. Salina 
Cruz, the Pacific terminal of the road, 
where freight was received by the 
American-Hawalian steamers on this 
Coast, has been abandoned. Not a 
single American remains there. The 
great cargo handling system is idle 
and 40,000 tons of European and At- 
lantic Coast merchandise is tied up in 
freight cars.and on the docks and may 
be a total loss. Mexican mobs burned 
bridges, tore up the tracks and looted 
cars. 

NAVAL STORES APOARD. 

The I¢thmian has several hundred 
tons of naval stores aboard and Capt.
